Savannah, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)— 
The funeral of Major John Schwarz, 
formerly mayor of Savannah, and sher- 
iff of Chatham county, was held this 
afternoon from his residence. He was 
fSllowed to the grave by the German 
Volunteers; Company H, First Georgia 
infantry, of which he was formely cap- 
tain, and until his death an honorary 
member He was buried with Masonic 
rites. He was a Mason, Knight of Py- 
thias, Elk, and Bagle. Flags over the 
city hall and homes of the orders to 
which he belonged were at half-mast 
from the time of the announcement of 
his sudden death until he was buried. 
The mayor and aldermen of Savannah 
passed resolutions of regret, and at- 
tended his funeral in a body, Acting 
Mayor Davant taking the place of May- 
or Tiedeman, who was absent from the 
city. The city offices were closed dur- 
ing the funeral. Major Schwarz was 
buried in Laurel Grove cemetery.

In his report to Judge Newman. Re- 
ceiver Barrett states that Marshal 
White made the demand upon him on 
May |0, six days after the initial papers 
had been filed in Atlanta for the “pos- 
session and custody of the assets of 
Inman & Co., a firm composed of Mprs. 
Frances Jones Inman, James R. Gray 
and James F. McGowan.” As his au- 
thority, Receiver Barrett recites. Mar- 
shal White exhibited the original peti- 
tion presented Judge Speer by T. F. 
Johnson against Inman & Co. In his 
recital Mr. Barrett went on to assert 
that he had no assets of the Inman & 
Co., firm indicated, adding that all the 
assets he has are of the Inman & Co. 
firm composed of James R. Gray and 
James F. McGowan, of which firm or 
company A, [. Waldo, of Atlanta, is 
co-receiver with him. 

Both of these receivers, Messrs. Rar- 
rett and Waldo, submitted to the court 
at the same time a full report of what 
they have been doing since they were 
appointed. In that report it was shown 
that the co-receivers have perfected a 
number of contracts, and have disposed 
of other contracts satisfactorily. They 
have converted into cash, assets aggre- 
gating $100,000. 

Judge Newnrtan’s order in full reads:

He Made a Plea for the Coun- 
try Counties of the 
State, 


Bainbridge, Ga. May 22.—(Speciai.)— 


Hon. Albert H. Cox spoke before a large 
audience of voters of Decatur county 
this afternoon. A number came in from 
surrounding counties to hear the issues 
discussed. The speaker had the audl- 
ence with him from the start. He told 
the people that he wanted to diécuss a 
business proposition with them, and not 
make a political speech. He first took 
up the rule adopted by the state execu- 
tive committee. He showed the danger 
to the people in placing such unbounded 
power in the hands of one man, creating 
something unheard of in democratic 
Georgia, a “political boss.” 

The speaker pleaded for the country 
counties, who by this usurpation of pow- 
er would forever be disfranchised in 
Georgia. He said that the principle in- 
volved was the slogan of the south !n 
the great war that her statesmen Jad 
pleaded for and her soldiers had fought 
for. That centralization of power was 
contrary to gafe democratic government. 


Wien asked whether Moke Smitii was 
not reeponsible for disfranchisement, le 
replied that the man who picked the ripe 
cotton was not the man who deserved 
the honor, but he who had broken the 
ground. planted the seed, chopped if. 
kept it clear of grass and brought it 
ripe for harvest was the man to whom 
credit belonged, and that man was ‘Tom 

Hardwick. 

Colonel Cox eaid that Seab Wright de- 
senved the “white phume” of prohibition. 
That Hoke Smith was not even an elev- 
entn hour convert; he got in on the 
stroke of twelve. He said that Wright 
had poimted the game, flushed the bird 
it to the ground, and that 
Hoke Smith had calmly walked 
the field and pocketed the dead 


then 
out 
bird. 

He said that Hoke Smith was the cham- 
pion flip-flopper of the state. He read 
from a speech made by the governor at 
Athens in 1902, in which Smith advo- 
educating all the negroes to the 
highest degree. 

He referred to the fact that the great 
Governor Joseph FE. Brown could de- 
liver twenty-two votes for Ben Hill, but 
could not deliver his own son, ‘“Litte 
Joe,’ to vote against prohibition in At- 
lanta, and that yet they said Joe Brown 
was not a strong man. 

He dwelt upon the financial distress 
now upon Georgia by reason of politi- 
cal agitation and demagogy, the suf- 
fering of business py driving foreign 
capital from the state. His epeech was 
humorous at times, but his earnest elo- 
quence thrilled the people to repeated 
outbursts of great applause.

Facts as to Railroad Service, 


Governor Smith charges that I have 
been discharged from two railroads 
for incompetency. Now here are the 
facts and the public may judge: 

On January 2, 1877, I} went to work 


After filling sey- 
éral minor positions. on December 28 
1881, Superintendent R. A. Anderson. 
appointed me general freight agent. 
At that time the gross earnings of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad were 
$7,737 per mile. In September, 1884 
the board of directors elected me gen- 
In 
February, !889, the stockholders of the 
road elected me traffic manager 
Among the stockholders and directors 
were many of this country's ablest 
business men. These noted business 
men would scarcely have honored with 
successive promotions a " 

8 es n incompe. 

On December 28, 1890. the 
Chattanooga and St. Louls Railway 
Company, having leased the Western 
and Atlantic railroad from the state of 
Georgia, its president, J. Ww. Thomas, 
continued me by appointment as traffic 
manager, but soon appointed me to rep. 
resent him on the executive board of 
the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association. In 1893, the above asso- 
ciation having been dissolved, President 
Thomas reassigned me to active charge 
of the traffic department. On Septem- 
ber !,, 1898, the leasing company hav- 
ing bought the Paducah road. deter- 
mined to consolidate all its properties 
under one management.’ Hence, the sep- 
arate agents of the Western and Atlan. 
tic railroad were discontinued. I gave 
place to Mr. H. F. Smith, a brother of 
President Milton H. Smith. of the Lou- 
isville and Nashville railroad, and yet, 
strangely enough, Governor Smith says 
that I am Mr. Milton H. Smith's candi- 
date for governor of Georgia. At the 
time I left the road its gross earnings 
were upwards of $13,000 per mile. 

Bear in mind that Governor Smith 
says that I was discharged from this 
roadfor incompetency immediately after 
my father’s lease expired, whereas the 
records show that I was retained by the 
new leasing company in two offices of 
high responsibility for almost eight 
years after my father’s retirement.. 

After I left the state road, President 
John Skelton Williams tendered me a po- 
sition on the Seaboard Air Line.

2. ‘‘The voters are for me,” said Gov- 
ernor Smith at Rome, ‘because free 
passes were abolished, and because 
passenger fares on railroads were re- 
duced, saving the people one million 
yearly.” 

The truth is the congress of the 
United States enacted an anti-free pass 
measure applicable to all interstate

As to saving the people $1,000,000 in 
passenger rates, the onty reduction 
that has been made was that ordered by 
the old commission. Governor Smith's 
commission has INOREASED instead 


of DECRMASED passenger rates, and 
wiatever privileges have been extend- 
ed in the matter of reduction on two 
thousand mile tickets have been in be- 
half of the select corporate few AND 
AGAINST THE MASSES, who pay 
more passenger fares today than if the 
order of the old commis#ion had been 
permitted to stand. 

3. ‘Because,’ said Governor Smith at 
Rome, ‘‘the railroads and public ser- 
vice companies have been made to pay 
more nearly their part of the taxes, 
whica Rave been increased %574,UU0, 
which increase they must continue to 
pay annually.’’ 

Again gteaiing his predecessor's thun- 
der: } 
There is scarcely a !6-year-old boy in 
Georgia who does not Know that the 
increases in the taxabie valiuations 
of iast year came asp the CLUMULA- 
TIVE KEsULT Ox THE LAST ADMIN- 
ISTRATION. Governor Smith did not 
go into office until June 29, 1907, and 
every increase in tne taxabie valuations 
of corporate property, as in the pre- 
vious year, came as the result of the 
franchise tax bbll, enacted in 1902, and 
the general increase in property valua- 
tion following the unprecedented pros- 
perity of the state during the two 
terms of Governor Smith's predecessor, 

We are to measure the result of Gov- 
ernor Smith's first term by the record 
of THIS year's tax valuations and as- 
sessments, and already the Seaboard 
Air Line railroad, now in the hands of 
a receiver, has reduced its returns 
$2,000,000 under last year. Other re- 
turns are coming in on a similar basis 
for which the people have to thank 
Governor Smith and his “reforms.”’

At the close of his extravagant and 
reckless administration he will g0 out 
without having found a spot against 
the clean and economical administrative 
records of the long line of governors 
who have preceded him, and whose ad- 
ministrations he held up to the people 
of Georgia fer contempt and ridicule. 

Fat Fees for Favorites. 


7. “Because steps have been taken 
to save: property belonging to the 
state,” said Governor Smith. 

What steps? Probably he refers to 
the engagement of Hooper Alexander 
—another fat fee—to break up a trade ' 
made between the state of Georgia and 
the city of Chattanooga under the ad- 
ministration of Governor Herschel V. 
Johnson itn 1887, and the chief merit 
of which litigation will be the attor- 
ney’s fee, and thus he will be enabled 
to pay his political agent out of the 
state’s treasury. 

8. “Because,” 
“the disfranchisement bill 
passed.” 

And of which Thomas E. Watson, the 
father of the measure, says that this 
is an accomplished fact in 80 far as 
the general assembly is concerned; that 
it is not, and cannot be an issue in this 
campaign, since both candidates for 
governor favor the adoption of the 
amendment. 

It is worthy of note, however, that 
until Mr. Smith surrendered his con- 
victions, as usual, on this subject, he 
was one ofthe bitterest opponents of 
disfranchisement, and having 80 com- 
pletely reversed his position, who 
knows but that by the time of the 
state election he may be antagonizing 
the very constitutional amendment 
which he was forced to support against 
his openly declared conviction, and 
which he embraced purely as 4 matter 
of political expediency.

The overweening satisfaction of the 
governor at his own achievements is in 
striking contrast to the everwhelming 
protests of the balance of the state.

passes on any Georgia railroad for the 
purpose of pushing the work of bring- 
ing immigrants to Georgia to come into 
competition with American labor, and 
to cheapen the price of cotton. 

Not a word does the governor say 
about the increased tax rate the peo- 
ple are paying—higher than for twenty 
years—when the taxable values are con- 
sidered. But for the constitutional lim- 
it, he would, no douht, make it higher, 
thereby raising from the people money 
for his political pets. 

These, and many other things, the 
governor ignores in his campaign of 
abuse, vituperation and deception. 

But the people have not forgotten 
them. They remember the relief-prom- 
ises made them two years ago, and they 
are brought today face to face with the 
fact that instead of relief having been 
obtained, they are now in a worse con- 
dition than they have been in twenty 
years, as the result of having followed 
the music of this modern Pted Piper, 
who has never failed to surrender a 
conviction for a vote. I add the ques- 
tions, has the governor's oratory enabled 
a laboring man to pay a single month's 
house rent? Has it filled a single dinner 
pail?

Thousands of our best people are out 
of employment, and yet Governor Smith 
proposes no plan for restoring prosper- 
ity; he swbstitutes the thundér of 
invective oratory for the hum of spin- 
dies. He prefers the sledge hammer 
blows of passion and imperious auto 
cracy to the anvil chorus of progress. 

My country/nen, let us turn our backs 
from a policy which means discord and 
1uin; let us endeavor to live in peace 
with each other; yea, let us lend helping 
hands to each other; Jet us preserve our 
rights as a free people.
